German Attacks Continue, Regardless 
of Sacrifices. 

PARIS, Feb. 26.—The Germans are con- 
tinuing their violent attacks north of 
Verdun without regard to their sacri- 
fices, the War Office announced this aft- 
ernoon. 

The German attacks in the region of 
Douaumont, east of the Meuse, have 
failed, the War Office said, notwith- 
standing repeated assaults and tremen- 
dous slaughter. 

The text of the statement says: 

“The fighting is still being carried 
on bitterly in the region north of 
Verdun where the enemy continues 
his efforts on the front to the east 
of the Meuse. After the last engage- 
ment our troops retained their posi- 
tions, in spite of the repeated as- 
saults of the enemy, which no longer 
counts his sacrifices. 

‘In the region of Douaumont. the 
battle which is still raging has taken 
on a most sanguinary character, 

“On the front of the Woevre the 
advance post which we held as lines 
of observation from Ornes to Henne- 
mont since the battles of last year, 
have been attacked by infantry 
forces from both sides of the Meuse.

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AUSTRIAN U-BOAT 
MISTOOK PETROLIE 
FOR ENEMY SHIP 


Vienna Informs U. S., Com- 
mander Thought American 
Flag Was a Disguise. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—Austria, sup- 
plementing her request for more in- 
f6Tmation concerning the American pro- 
est against the submarine attack on the 
American tank steamer Petrolite, in the 
Mediterranean, has informed the United 
States that the submarine commander 
thought the Petrolite was an enemy 
ship disguised under the American flax; 
that he fired upon her as the ship 
changed her course, and he/believed she 
was about to ram him, and that the 
Petrolite’s captain voluntarily furnished 
provisions to the submersible. 

Secretary Lansing said today that 
Austria’s communication was not a re- 
ply to the American protest, and could 
not be considered either acceptable or 
unacceptable. The American version of 
the affair is that the suymarine fired 
upon the tanker, injuring vne man, ani 
that when the Petrolite’s commander 
refused to furnish provisions the Aus- 
trian commander took an American of 
the Petrolite’s crew on her submarine 
and held him as a hostage until he got 
the supplies.

MRS. H. GOWDY’S 
SUIT FOR $1500 


Breach of Promise Action for 
$250,000 Is Withdrawn 
After Compromise. 


The $250,000 breach of promise suit of 
Mrs. Kathleen E. Gowdy against Her- 
man C, G. Luyties of 3% Portland place, 
wealthy manufacturer of drug sundries, 
was withdrawn from the Federal Court 
today, following a settlement out of 
court. 

Luyties told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
he gave Mrs. Gowdy a check for $1500 
in settlement. Mrs. Gowdy’s attorney, 
Charles M. Hay, declined to state what 
the settlement was, and would not dis- 
close his client's whereabouts, except to 
say that she was living in a flat in the 
West End and expected to leave St. 
Tcuis shortly. 

“I never thought that I was guilty,’’ 
-uyties said, when the settlement was 
announced, “‘but if the case had gone 
t. trial, as my lawyers urged me, it 
would have cost me $2000, and all I would 
have got from it would have been vindi- 
cution. We compromised for $1500, say- 
ing me $500 and my time, which is valu- 
able to me as a business man. As to 
being vindicated, I think the public can 
readily decide that—considering that 
such a small sum was accepted, when 
such a large sum was sued for.” 

The suit was originally filed in the 
Circuit Court, and was later transferred 
to the United States District Court. 

Mrs. Gowdy, after filing the civil suit, 
sought to have Luyties prosecuted un- 
der the Mann act, and filed complaint 
against him, with the United States 
District Attorney. No action was taken 
on her charges. 

At the time of filing the suit, Mrs. 
Gowdy said she had lived three months 
at the Luyties home, and that she had 
an understanding with him that he was 
to marry her. 

Mrs. Gowdy and her sister, the Mar- 
chioness de Rees-Janilli were living at 
the Hotel Jefferson when the suit was 
filed. Later they took a flat.

ROOM FOR FIVE WAGONS 


Platform to Receive 
Shipments Built in 1908, M. 
B. Wallace Testifies. — 


Mahion B. Wallace, 
the Samuel Cupples 
Co., and a member of the Cupples 
Station Committee testifying before 
Interstate Commerce Examiner Mack- 
ley at the Planters Hotel today, said 
the management of Cupples Station 
would prefer that the general ship- 
ping public should not use the sta- 
tion. 

Wallace’s testimony was given in 
the hearing based on a complaint 
by the McPheeters Warehouse Co. 
and otherg that the Wabash and 
Chicago & Alton railroads are grant- 
ing discriminatory freight handling 
service to tenants of the 
block at Seventh and Poplar streets, 
which is owned by Washington Uni- 
versity. 

The complaint alleges that the rail- 
reads, since the opening of Cupples Sta- 
tion in 1890, have been unloading, truck- 
ing and elevating freight for tenants in 
the Cupples Block, a service which is 
nowhere else furnished for shippers or 
receivers of freight. 

Piatform for Public. 

Wallace testified that until 1908 no fa- 
cilities were provided for shippers who 
were not tenants of the block, but he 
said it had never been the policy of 
the station to exclude outside shippers. 
In 1908, after the passage of Elkins anti- 
trust law, a surface platform was cor- 
structed in the Cupples Block for the 
use of the general public. 

Wallace described this platform as 
being located across the width of a 
§0-foot street and said it would afford 
accomomdations for five wagons if they 
were backed in to the platform. 

Asked if the arrangements at Cup- 
ples Station made it an unusually de- 


sirable place for tenants, Wallace said. 


the Cupples Woodenware Co. paid a 
rental of 20 cents a square foot for its 
space in the Cupples block, while its 
rental payments for other property out- 
side the block was 12 cents to 15 cents 
a square foot. The freight facilities, 
he said, made the Cupples block space 
worth more money. 

Wallace said he believed that if the 
wurden of trucking and elevating the 
freight were put upon Cupples Station, 
instead of the raflroads, it would be nec- 
essary for Washington University to 
cffset this expense by charging higher 
rents. 

Isaac A. Hedges, manager of the Cup- 
ples Station property, testified that 
Washington University owns property in 
St. Louis to the amount of $10,000,000 or 
$72,000,000. 

‘When asked regarding the value of 
the land at Cupples Station, Hedges re- 
plied that the plot of ground, 400x1200 
feet, occupies a unique position at the 
mouth of the Terminal tunnel. He said 
there is no similar site in St. Louis and 
he did not know of a site with the same 
etivantages in any other city. He said 
that all land value depends upon its 
availability for the service for which 
it is required. While the heart of the 
city might change, he said, it is un- 
likely that the value of terminal facil- 
ities will change. 

The only estimate of value that he put 
upon the land was his statement that 
he had known railroad companies to 
ray $10 a square foot for property in 
remote districts that provided terminal 
facilities. He estimated the value of 
the buildings, elevators, 5000 trucks and 
three-quarters of ‘a mile of tracks in the 
station at about $500,000. 

When asked if a warehouse could do 
a profitable business at the station in 
view of the high rents, Hedges replied 
that he had tried it himself about 12 
years ago and gave it up. The rental 
at that time, he said, is the same as 
now, 20 cents a square foot. He said 
the station is not closed to the ‘‘outside 
public,” but is open to everyone. 

Simmons Defends Ratlroads. 

George W. Simmons, acting president 
ef the Simmons Hardware Co., a tenant 
in the Cupples block, testified yester- 
day that it would cost the railroads 
from $2,000,000 to $8,000,000 to maintain a 
freight depot with all the conveniences 
offered by Cupples Station. 

Simmons said Cupples Station was a4 
Public station, but that 85 per cent of 
the freight handled there is received or 
Shipped by tenarits in the Cupples block. 
The railroads running into the station, 
he said, were at all times ready to han- 
dle freight for the general public.

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ADMIRAL ATTACKS 


EDUCATION SYSTEM 


AT ANNAPOLIS 


Cameron Mc R. Winslow Asks 
for Restoration of Old Grade 
of Midshipmen. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—Admiral 


Cameron McR. Winslow, 
chief of the Pacific fleet, told the House 
Naval Committee yesterday,.that a ful- 
ly efficient fighting force comparable to 
the British navy could not be produced 
in 50 years. He declared the system 0o* 
education at Annapolis Naval Acauemy 
was wrong. He urged restoration of the 
old grade of midshipmen in the ftieet. 
Boys should enter the service at from 
14 to 16 years of age, he said, spend 
two years in preliminary schooling 
ashore, then go to sea to acquire the 
‘sea habit’? from actual contact with 
things of the sea before completing their 
educations ashore. 

The polytechnic education now given 
midshipmen at the academy is utteriv 
unsuited, the admiral declared, to the 
training of men to handle ships and 
combinations of ships at sea. He 
could see no vaiue to be gained from. 
making all naval officers experts in 
higher mathematics, and thought con- 
structors, engineers and ordinance ex- 
perts should be trained as specialists 
and never be called upon to command 
ships. 


System for Promotions. 
From the day boys entered the acad- 


emy, he said, a system of = selection 
should be applied to govern promotions, 
eliminating men unfitted for the daring. 
nerve-racking tasks that would be theirs 
in war. He added that fellow officers 
should determine the qualifications anil 
that a plan of this sort was being 
worked out by the Navy Department. 

With opposing fleets sweeping to- 
ward each other over the sea for an ac- 
tion. to be carried out at a speed of 
20 knots or more, the Admiral insisted 
there would be no time for hesitation 
by any ship commander. He told of how 
he trkined a squadron of four dread- 
noughts he commanded two years ago 
until his orders were carried out with- 
in six seconds of the time he gave 
them, 60 maneuvers being carried out in 
a single forenoon. Even this, he de- 
clared, represented only ‘‘encouraging 
progress’ on the road toward complete 
efficiency and application of such inten- 
sive methods to the fleet as a whole 
c uld nevér ve accomptished unless 
men were selected to conimand the 
ships because of the fitness, not be- 
cause of seniority. 

Asked how many flag officers in the 
navy he thought were capable of devel- 
opment and complete fitness for high 
command, the witness said: 

“TI do not think any of us in the upper 
grades have had sufficient experience to 
work up to our highest efficiency.” He 
added that something might be accom- 
plished if a number of captains or com- 
manders were set aside and trained for 
flag officers, the men best fitted to be 
selected for actual commands. 

Studies War Game Board. 

Representative Oliver said he had 
gained the impression from the Admir- 
al’s remarks that he considered himself 
possessed in a high degree of efficien- 
cy other officers did not possess. 

“I probably have had greater expe- 
rience with ships and combinations of 
ships than any other officer of the 
navy,’ Admiral Winslow replied, ‘‘but 
I don't for one 
that 1 am any better than other offi- 
cers. I have realized that in order to 
equip myself for what the country paid 
me for, it was necessary for me to go 
to sea with ships and study the War 
College game board.’’ 

The Admiral indicated he believed 
that while Amreican ships were stea:l- 
ily improving in design, it was doubt- 
ful whether they now equaied ships 
abroad. 

‘“] Have never said,” he continued. 
“that our fleet could not fight. It couid 
fight. It would fight.’”” He added that 
it was the whcle system he attacked, 
believing it could never produce effi 
ciency of the fighting forces in men or 
ships. 

Representative Britten sougnt to in- 
terject the question of what amount of 
armament made a ship a war craft as 
against a defensively armed merchant. 
man. 

“T want to ascertain,’ he said in re- 
ply to Chairman Padgett’s suggestion 
that such discussion was not pertinett 
te the committee work, “just how heav- 
ilv a merchant ship would have to !ec 
armed before the President of tho 
United States would warn Americans 
to keep off of her.”’ 

Representative Padgett suggested 
that the President was better able ‘o 
answer that question than Admiral 
Winslow. 

Admiral Winslow said he had had or- 
easion recently to study the subject and 
form an opinion. It was purely a ques- 
tion of international law, however, he 
ndded. and as such he thought it unwise 
for him to discuss it publicly at this 
time.

UWN RETAIL FIRM 
9/900 IN REBATES 


says Money Was Given to In- 
duce Barr Employes to Buy 
From Him. 


Thomas H. McKittrick testified yes- 
terday in Circuit Judge Shields’ court, 
in the receivership suit against the Har- 
gsadine-McKittrick Dry Goods Co., of 
which he was president, that the busi- 
ness of the company for the first three 
months of 1915, just before the concern 
went into liquidation, amounted to $1,- 
d00,000. This, he said, was about 25 per 
cent less than normal. 

The witness was asked by Randolph 
Laughlin of counsel for the plaintifi 
stockholders, to explain what appeared 
om the books of the payment of $7500 in 
1908 by the Hargadine-McKittrick Co., 
a wholesale firm, to the William Barr 
Dry Goods Co., a retail concern, which 
the Hargadine-McKittrick company 
owned at the time. McKittrick said that 
the amount represented bonuses, or re- 
bates, paid to the retail firm on account 
of purchases made by the latter from 
the Hargadine-McKittrick company dur- 
ing the year. The attorney wanted to 
know why it was necessary for a whole- 
sale house to pay a bonus as an induce- 
ment to get the trade of a concern 
which it owned. ‘“‘Didn’t you have com- 
plete control over the Barr company 
and couldn’t you have discharged any 
cepartment manager there who did not 
tuy from your wholesale house?’ 
Laughlin asked. 

“Tf you ever had been a merchant you 
would understand the situation,” Me- 
Kittrick replied. He then explained that 
each department manager was eager to 
make a good showing for his division 
and sometimes they could buy more ad- 
ventageously elsewhere. The system of 
paying rebates was adopted when it was 
thought that department managers of 
the Barr concern were not buying 
cnough goods from the Hargadine-Mc- 
IXittrick company.

SALAZAR HAILED 
AS ONE OF VOCAL 
“FINDS OF YEAR 


Louis. Opera-Goers Ask 
Whether They Have Not Dis- 
covered Future Great Tenor.

HEN it was announced a month 
ago that some of the leading 
tenor roles in the San Carlo 
Opera Company’s repertory would be 
eung by Manuel Salazar, the name 
meant little to opera goers here, 
for it was virtually -unknown. Now, 
after Salazar’s appearances as Man- 
rico, Enzo, Don Jose and Turridu, 
St. Louis is asking whether it has not 
discovered, in this unheralded young 
man in a popular-price troupe, an artist 
who promises to rank, both as a singer 
and an actor, with the great tenors of 
our generation. 

Salazar was born 28 years ago at 
San Jose, Costa Rico, where his father 
a Spaniard, had a coffee plantation. A 
vocal teacher living nearby was struck 
by the ringing shouts with which the 
mischievous boy teased his sisters when 
their beaux were calling, and per- 
suaded him to take music lessons. His 
voice was then a treble; when it 
changed, it was a baritone, and later, 
under the development of teachers, it 
ascended into a robust tenor, remarka- 
ble for its clarion high notes. 

Sang in Mexico City. 

At 18 he went to Italy to study, but, 
having no money, and being unable to 
support himself, he went to Mexico 
City, and sang ‘ comic opera. There 
he was heard by members of an Italian 
grand opera troupe touring Mexico, and 
was engaged for the company. At 21 
he sang his first grand opera in “Il 
Trovatore’ and “I Pagliacci.”” Later, 
while visiting his home, he was engaged 
by Mario Lombardi for his road com- 
pany, then in Costa Rico, and accom- 
panied it on a tour of the United States. 

Four years ago he sang in St. Louis 
at the Shubert Theater, in “Thais,” 
“Butterfly,” ‘‘Lucia’”’ and “Pagliacci.” 
He attracted little attention, for, as he 
says, he did not then know how to 
sing. 

Having saved some money, he went a 
second time to Italy and studied three 
years under Guilio Moretti, the famous 
Milan rm- tro. He made a successful 
debut at Milan in Leoncavallo’s latest 
opera, “La Zingara,” being coached in 
his role by the composer himself. 


Gallo Rewarded With Praisc. 


The outbreak of the war soon after- 
wards made a European career impos- 
sible, so Salazar closed with a cabled 
offer made by Fortune Gallo, impresario 
of the San Carlo Opera Company. UGallo 
was business manager of the Lombardi 
company when Salazar sang with it, 
and had kept track of the young tenor’s 
progress. For his enterprise Gallo is 
now being rewarded with praise for hav- 
ing made one of the sensational vocal 
“finds’’ of the year. 

Salazar’s voice possesses a spectacu- 
lar high C, with a pealing resonance and 
long-sustained duration which have re- 
minded some persons of the high notes 
of Caruso himself. This tone :n Salazar’s 
voice is so resplendent because he can 
in addition sing an excellent D, thouga 
not so powerful as his C. That he has 
remarkable gifts as an actor was proved 
last Wednesday by his memorable play- 
ing of Don Jose, in “Carmen.” He is 
a swarthy, stockily-built young man. 
with the big chest capacity and powerful 
iungs necessary as motive machiners 
for his voice. His manners are modest 
and engaging, and he speaks Englisn 
with fair fluency. 

Angelint’s Prediction. 


Chevalier Angelini, musical directer of 
the San Carlo troupe, who is a keen 
judge of voices, says that Salazar to- 
day is superior as 2 singer to Martinel- 
li, the most gifted of the Metropolitan's 
young tenors, and that a few years 
more of maturity and work will place 
him with the greatest tenor virtuosi of 
the time. 

At the company’s farewell perform- 
ance tonight, Salazar will sing the pari 
of Canio in “I Pagliacci,” and shousd 
give an account long to be remembereJ 
vf the great tenor aria, “‘Ridi, Pagliacci.” 
At the close of his engagement with the 
San Carlo company, he will go to Brazil 
for a season’s singing in Rio de Janeiro.

Seeking to Share Pros- 
perity. 

Knowledge of this cheerful situation 
and assured future is not confined to 
st. Louis. The business man today 
does not limit his effort to obtain in- 
formation to his immediate confines. He 
wants to know what the outside pub- 
lic is doing and planning, also its state 
of mind, and there are organizations 
enc incividual agencies for furnishing 
this information. St. Louis has a defi- 
ite plece in the facts and figttres thus 
supplied, and one result, already made 
manifest, is an almost unprecedented 
call for property adapted or adaptable 
to manufacturing purposes along mod- 
erate lines. It is said by real estate 
men that there is now a more positive 
dearth of this character of property for 
lease than at any time for severa! years 
past. It 1s accordingly being embraced 
in not a few of the improvement plans 
being rounded out. 

Secretary Eugene Smith of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange of St. Louis is busy 
these days in preparation if his an- 
nual report. It embraces many of 
leading lines of merchandise as wel! as 
grain, for the Exchange 1s more. than 
a grain-interest body, and the repor< 
is a volume of nearly #0 pages. Al- 
thouzh some weeks have elapsed since 
the close ef the Exchange vear, the 
compilation of figures and construction 
cf the genera' review are unfinished. 
The work is expected to be ready for 
issue April 1. Statistics are available, 
nowever, to refute a recent putlica- 
tion, on report from Jefferson ..., 
tending to show Kansas City in the lead 
cf St. Lows as a grain market. Figures 
in that publication had to do with the 
quantity of grain inspected at she two 
centers during i915. and St. Louis ap- 
peared to disadvantage. EBut the rec- 
ords at Jefferson City comprise only 
those on the Missouri side, whereas the 
locai market properly extends to the 
[ilinois side of the river. ‘:aking the 
market as a whole, therefore. the siow- 
ing is one of undisputed supremacy for 
this city, the aggregate inspections of 
inbound grain being 47,952 cars and 
272,600 sacks. AJl told, there were 77.- 
077,900 busheis wheat inbound inspected 
and 52,962,800 for shipment. The inspec- 
tions included 2,44 cars wheat, 14,447 
corn and 8497 oats, the balance being 
rye, bariey and kaffir corn. The Kansas

scity total was 41,042 cars, not including 


foreign-bound shipments passing 
through that center. Kansas City, .t 
may be stated, has profited much 
from the growing importance of Kansasxs 
as a grain-growing State. 


Nation-wide Business Throb. 


Taking the country as a whole. evi- 
dences multiply that it is greatly ex- 
tended in industry and commerce, and 
that domestic demands: are but heavy 
additions to export business, including 
war orders. Steel-making concerns are 
sold ahead for six to nine months, and 
are put to it to take care of urgent 
needs of home consumers, but are ex- 
erting themselves to that end. Large 
merchant distributors ofthat commodity 
in any of its forms are unable to re- 
plenish stocks, despite their offer of 
2 cents a pound for bars’ and shapes, 
and 2.10 cents for plates. 

Manufacturers are making exception 
as far as practicable’ in orders from 
railroads for steel products, realizinz 
the urgency of the need and the impor- 
tance of filling it. Because of this con- 
tracts fortd.000 tons were concluded with 
car manufacturers, and there are fur- 
ther contracts for 10,000 tons, required 
in the construction of 7000 cars already 
under contract, that are practically tak- 
en care of. In addition, there are in- 
quiries out from railways for 16,000 
cars, which of themselves, wil! consume 
160,000 tons of steel, while the New York 
Central is in the market for 4000 cars, 
and export specifications call for 10,0 
cars. The Southern Pacific quite receni- 
ly closed contracts for 501 automobil+e 
freight and 48 steel passengers cars, 
which. with orders recently placed. 
make a total outlay for equipment vv 
that company of about $5,000,000. Among

abundant and on a basis highly favor- 
able to enterprise. Choice loans at some 
of the big centers are reported at 3 avd 
4 per cent, and § per cent, where the 
collateral or other security is desirable, 
will obtain funds in any required vol- 
ume. There is, too; a noteworthy ap- 
sence of those types of business, ua- 
bealthy in their nature, usualiy attend- 
ant upon easy money situation. Specu- 
lation In stocks has not developed on 
anything resembling a wild scale, noi- 
withstanding the decline in quoted va'- 
ues from the elevated levels a few 
months since. This situation is attr'b- 
uted in large measure to the policy of 
dominating financial interests, who sec 
other uses for money and the nation’. 
available credit. among which is prompt 
care of American securities coming in 
from foreign holders. Incidentally, the 
latest available statistics, from official 
sources, show deposits in national banks 
of the country aggregating $13,467,887,22°. 
an increase over a year ago of $2,110,- 
000,000. The total resources of the 12 
Federal Reserve banks of the countr.” 
are given as $517,770,000. The aggregats 
of deposits stated do not include those 
in state and private banks and trust 
companies. 

The foreign business falling to Amer. 
tean interests is not limited to war mu- 
nitions and railroad supplies. Even at 
this time, when foreigners are merely 
contemplating what they will have to 
cbiain from this country when peace 
shall be re-established, there is a call 
for lumber that is taxing that industry 
to the point where the brake will prob. 
ably soon have to be applied to the 3° 
ceptance of orders. A few weeks ago 
France placed orders with a score cf 
Gulf Coast mills for 42,000,000 feet of 
common lumber, delivery. to begin a* 
the earliest possible date. Now the sam? 
country is seeking to obtain from Pa- 
cific coast interests 200,000,000 feet of 
lumber for trench and railroad require- 
ments. To fill such a contract will re- 
auire underwriting by a number of the 
largest concerns in that section.

Daues and Attorney H. I. Green, of the McKin- 
ley lines, the proposed increase in rates to Gran- 
ite City will go on the “suspension docket” of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission.

The city can make its 
fight there without waiver of any rights it may 
have in other jurisdictions and other tribunals. 
What it desires now is publicity for the facts 
and a fair hearing. 

The merits of the issue should be thoroughly 
threshed out. Advertisements printed by the 
company in the press have contained at least 
some statistics on operation. These figures 
should have painstaking verification and analy- 
sis. We should know whether the proportion 
of costs, depreciation and revenue placed to the 
account of the seven miles of road joining the 
two sides of the river are fair and equitable. 
Retaliation by means of a repeal of the franchise 
is a tedious process of doubtful success. 

We know that the McKinley system as a whole 
is highly prosperous, that it meets promptly -the 
interest on its indebtedness, that it pays com- 
fortable dividends and that it carries handsome 
balances to surplus. We want to know also the 
showing made by all traction properties alone, 
the proportion of earnings derived from utilities 
other than tractions and the division of costs of 
all sorts. | 

We may assume that it was only after careful 
deliberation that the McKinley line put itself in 
the attitude of a set of incorporated contract 
welshers. The city should permit it to succeed 
in that attitude only after deliberation and in- 
quiry equally careful. Mr. Daues has a great 
opportunity.

THE POWEE TO SQUEEZE OUT WATER. 
The Kansas Public Service Commission having 
disapproved a $51,000,000 issue of securities for 
the Oriental Railroad on the ground that it rep- 
resented altogether too much water, the com- 
pany has asked the courts for a mandamus com- 
pelling approval. The contention is that the 
commission’s authority is limited to the ap- 
proval of the legal form and does not extend to

VOTING A LAWSUIT ON OURSELVES. 

For more than 100 years the white and black 
races have lived together in St. Louis. The so- 
phistication representing the experience and judg- 
ment of these years now triumphantly suggests a 
solution for problems resulting from the contact of 
the two.

It is not only crude, inhumane, reactionary, but 
disappointing as the best Missouri minds can 
offer. If this is wise, the Golden Rule must be 
irrational. 

If the irreconcilable differences and evidences 
of bitterness to which the passage and enforce- 
ment of the ordinance will give rise are propor- 
tioned to those aroused by ita mere suggestion, the 
remedy promises to be worse than the disease.

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MONTENEGRO’S WORLD TRADE. 

The tiny Balkan state, Montenegro, just 
crushed by Powers a hundredfold her superiors, 
has enjoyed a world trade since 1865. 

Anna Rosauer, a. poor woman of Ragusa, 
who eked out her livelihood from # garden plot 
behind her humble coitage, was its founder, and, 
tc an extent, its beneficiary. 

A peculiar ashen-colored weed had made in- 
reads in her garden; and she strained every ef- 
fort to eradicate the nuisance. One day she no- 
ticed that where she had piled the weed a host 
of insects lay dead. She called the attention of 
9 neighbor to the fact. He made the experiment 
with the same results. The tests were widened, 
until all of Montenegro shortly “grew” the weed. 
That was the origin of the ‘Persian Insect Pow- 
der, the pyrethrum cinerariae folium. Singu- 
larly enough, nobody disputed the rights in the 
premises of Anna Rosaver and her business part- 
ner, who became her husband. 

This powder, erroneously ascribed to Persia, 
grows only in Montenegro, which, in 1913 
shipped 168 million cartons, each containing a 
gross of two-ounce bottles. 

German papers claim the industry for Germany, 
as Anna Rosauer’s grandfather had been a Ger- 
rman. 

Much speculation is rife in the Huropean press 
as to the origin of the name Montenegro (dark 
mountain), since the country is a hopeless plain; 
and the Koelnische Volkzeitung surmises that 
the name must have been given “by contraries.”

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THE PRIBILOF BONE DEPOSITS. 
Anti-administration papers are attempting to 
ridicule the suggestion by Secretary Redfield that 
the Government make the immense deposits of 
bone on the Pribilof Islands available. The is- 
lands, also known as the Fur Seal Islands, off the 
coast of Alaska, have for centuries been the haunt 
of seals and walruses, whose bones have accu- 
mulated, in some places to a thickness of over 
six feet and.covering thousand of acres. Ground 
bone is one of our most valuable fertilizers, and 
this deposit would be of very great help to Amer- 
ican agriculture if it could be utilized as Secretary 
Redfield suggests. 

The Philadelphia Inquirer goes so far as to 
compare Secretary Redfield with Col. Mulberry 
Sellers because he has called attention to this 
valuable deposit and suggested that it may be a 
source of national wealth. But why? Suppose 
the German Government should discover some- 
thing of the kind, to which it had access in spite 
of the war. No one questions that the state’s ma- 
chinery would be put in motion without delay, 
and that every ton of bone would speedily find 
its way into the channels of agricultural industry 
where it would do the most good. That would be 
simple business efficiency. What are we going to 
do with these deposits? Hand them over for a 
song to the Fertilizer Trust?

OTs WRITING ON THE WALL, 

as Eric Fisher Wood reads it,

The claim is made that the book is in 
a sense semi-official or inspired, ex- 
pressing the views of army and navy 
authorities whose lips are sealed by eti- 
quette. 


The military unpreparedness of the 
United States is revealed with great 
frankness. The author is convinced that 
European nations have entered upon an 
era of cohi-bluoded aggression and that 
the United States stands unprotected 


robbers, refusing tc arm herself. 


The: remedies he advocates are an 
adaptation of the Australian and Swiss 
systems of universal military service, 
for defensive purposes only, the appoint- 
ment of trained Secretaries of War and 
Marine, the general substitution of ex- 
pert opinion and suthority for prevail- 
ing haphazard political jobbery, the 
abolition of small army posts and po- 
litical navy yards, the standardization 
and proper payment of the militia, the 
manufacturing and assembling of ade- 
quate equipment and ammunition and 
other military reforms which he deems 
indispensabl-. 


The authors conclusion, as he states 
it, is: “It is not only the right but the 
duty of all able-bodied citizens to defend 
their native land. Modern warfare, 
hogvever, is waged in a manner so in- 
tricate and so scientific that it is im- 
possible Yor untrained individuals to 
peelp defend their country. Therefore 
military training should be universal. 
To be universal it must be compulsory. 
Therefore the United States should adopt 
a system of universal compulsory t:ain-, 
ing. This system should be patterned 
upon those of Switzerland and Aus- 
tralia, since these have proved adequate 
without being unduly burdensome to citi- 
zens, and since they make provision for 
defense only and do not contemplate at- 
tacks upon neighooring nations.’ Our 


1 system should be planned out by those 


of our countrymen who have devoted 
their lives to the study and practice of 
military matters and not by party poli- 
tictans.”” (The Century Co.)

useful pursuits. In indulging these feel- 
ings I am led to reflect how much more 
delightful to an undebauched mind is the 
task of making improvaments on the 
earth than all the vain glory which can 
be acquired from ravaging it, by the 
most uninterrupted career of conquests.”’ 


Thus wrote George Washington in tho 
fullness of years, honors and experi- 
ence. Surely in this age of crimson 
mists we can echo his correspondent 
that it was a “noble sentiment; which 
does honor to the heart of this truly 
great man.” Happy America to have 
had such a PR rcs as a father!

HE MAKING OF CHRISTIANITY. 


HE view that the apocalyptic writ- 

T ings are not so much prophecy as 
symbolism is presented by John C. 
C. Clarke, D. D., in “The Making of 
Christianity,” and ig supported by ex- 
haustive citations and earnest and co- 
gent reasoning. His ciew derives added 
interest from the fact that he does not 
urge it as new, but as renaissant. The 
early Christians, he believes, were fa- 
miliar with the symbolism of the apoca- 
lyptic writings, but a hiatus in that 
knowledge occurred. His claim is to 
have rediscovered the knowledge which 
they possessed and which was lost. 

The eryptic character of much of the 
apocalyptic utterance, he _ thinks, is 
pregnant with spiritual significance 
which was piain in earlier times, is 
now coming to be dimly understood and 
will in later times be better under- 
stood. He disclaims a purpose to pro- 
pound a new gospel or to use fanciful 
or strained interpretations for the bol- 
stering of a bald hyopthesis. 

The apocalypse, Dr. Clark believes, is 
a symbolic and highly figurative ani 
rhetorical declaration of the reasons 
for the expectation of a Messiah. He 
undertakes to show that this forma. 
system furnishes the keys for the in- 
terpretation of large parts of beth the 
old and the new testament. He also 
points out a theory of inspiration which 
he thinks is reasonable and reliable. 
The author’s approach is radical and 
positive, but is not combative or ar- 
gumeéntative. The work its addressed 
to no special class of readers. It por- 
trays the Bible from a new attitude 
and while it is subversive of the ancient 
and conventional forms, the author in- 
tends it to form an advance bulwark in 
defense of the Bible. 

As in Dr. Clarke's previous werk, 

‘‘Man and His Divine Father,’’ he gives 
the reader the benefit of a prodigious 
amount of labor and marshals a com- 
manding array of quotations and refer- 
ences in support of his proposition. 
His treatment is necessarily disputa- 
tious, expository and minute. He builds 
up his structure by an accumulation of 
tacts and quotations and by gathering 
into a coherent, self-proving system the 
elements scattered through a consider . 
able literature. 

The exhaustive character of the work 
makes it particularly valuable to stu- 
dents of the apocalypse. It is in quite 
a complete sense an exhibit of Hebrew 
and Christian Messianic apocalyptic 
philosophy and literaturef (G. P, Clarke,

Cupples’ plan is’ to build a modern 
highway from Detroit, Mich., to New 
Orleans, La., passing through the im- 
portant cities enroute, including St. 
Louis. The highway is to be 300 feet 
wide, and will have a park or wood- 
land on‘either side, on which will be 
‘planted shrubbery, fruit-bearing trees, 
plants and other examples of the 
earth’s plumage. The plan is to make 
the roadway so fine and the surround- 
ing parkway so beautiful that the mot- 
orist, the truckman and the pedes- 
trians will seek the highway whenever 
rossible. 


The roadway is to be built by the men 
who are not employed. In this manner 
it wili give work to many thousands of 
people who do not now have any work. 
Each person’ who works on the highway 
will be given his lodging and his food. 
but will not be paid anything at the 
time for his labor, but will receive a 
certificate that he has done so much 
work. This certificate is to be cashed, 
when the completed road is sold to the 
Government. The finances of the road- 
way are to be of a sort of semi-phil- 
anthropic character. Business men~in 
the several cities of the country are 
to be solicited for a subscription, which, 
will -be used in the financing. When 
the roadway fs sold to the Govern- 
ment, then the profits will be divided 
equally between the men who actually 
labored on the road, and the men who 
supplied the capital. 


The book tells of unemployrrsnt, its 
causes and effects, tells about the high- 
way, its cost, the means for accomp- 
lishing the highway, it discusses char- 
ity and its failure to adequately provide 
for the unemployed, and gives some 
comments on the book, by leading news- 
papers and by people interested in the 
project. 

The plan ts, at present, a utopian 
dream. Most dreams of a utopian na- 
ture go no farther, but In this case the 


wealthy citizens. The main issue is 
whether or not the Government would 
purchase the roadway when completed. 
In order to show the value of such a 
roadway for the Government, the book 
tells of how an army could be quickly 
mobilized by its use in times of need, 
and that alone would be worth the cost 
of the road.
